E l Paso, Tex., Nov. 26.— The fed­ 
eral forces which have engaged V illa ’s 
rebel troops near Tierra Blanca for 
the last two days have been defeated 
and routed, according to an official 
message sent by General Francisco 
V illa, commander of the rebel forces, 
to the rebel chiefs at Juarez. 
General V illa said in the message 
that the federal troops were In “ a dls-1 
graceful retreat” to the south and that t 
his forces had captured ail of their 
artillery and three of the seven trains 
on which they h-ad come to the battle­ 
field. 
Fierce fighting was in progress on 
the right (w est) 
flank of the rebel 
troops south of Juarez, where Gen­ 
eral Mercelo Caraveo, commander of 
one of the federal oolumns, Is report­ 
ed making a desperate attack on this 
• ectlon of V illa's forces In an attempt 
to break through to Juarez. 
A t the center 
and left 
wing of 
V illa's arm> 
the fighting seems to 
have subsided and only an occasional 
• hot is exchanged by tbe contending 
forces. 


Lengthy Fighting Line. 


The fighting 
waged over 
nearlv 
twenty miles of desert, according to 
reports. 
A train bearing six wounded reached 
Juarez, bringing the total number o’ 
wounded rebels being cared for here 
to 116. 
Mrs. Francisco V illa has tak­ 
en charge of the hospitals in Juarez, 
where the wounded are being treated. 
A wounded rebel officer brought to 
Juarez on a Red Cross train is author­ 
ity for the statement that a number 
of Salazar’t 
federal volunteers cap­ 
tured In the fighting before Zargossa 
were brought before General W illis, 
who ordered them executed in the 
field. 
The officer did not know how many 
men were executed under the order, 
hut thought there were thirty or forty 
of them. 
The men had been cut off from the 
main body and were taken after a des­ 
perate fight. 
A number of them were 
wounded, but knowing the fate that 
would befall them in case they were 
captured by V illa they made desper­ 
ate attempt to escape falling into the 
hands of the rebels.

when Jam es E. Foye, a former $75 a 
month clerk of the Trust company, 
was arrested as he stepped from a 
train 
in 
Philadelphia. 
Foye 
w’as 
charged with being a fugitive from 
justice. 
The police allege that a certified 
check for $97,000 and 
more 
than 
$5,000 in cash were found 
in 
his 
clothes. 
There 
were 
also 
several 
transatlantic 
steamship 
circulars, 
which led the police to believe that 
Foye had planned to sail for Europe. 
The check, the police say, Foye re­ 
ceived from the firm of Charles T. 
Brown, bond brokers of Philadelphia, 
but $100,000 in cash, which the police 
also charge that he received from 
the sale of bonds during the pasf 
week, could not be found. 
The discovery of the loss of the 
stocks and bonds, the police ahege, 
was made after Foye left the employ 
of 
the trust 
company about 
three 
months ago. 


Believes Loss Exceeds $200,000. 


W h ile the exact amount 
of 
the 
stock securities could not be learned 
It was known to exceed $200,000. The 
theft was kept secret while private 
detectives watched the stock markets 
in several cities for sales of the miss­ 
ing securities. 
Banks were also asked to watch 
for the bonds and stocks and when 
a representative of the Charles T. 
Brow n firm deposited them in a Phil 
adelphia bank the detectives received 
their 
first clue. 
The

hank bond brokers were communicat­ 
ed with and when it was learned that 
Foye had made the sales to them 
search for him was begun. 
L ittle could he learned concerning 
the 
methods by which 
Foye is al­

missioner for failing to take prompt 
action at the tim e of the murder of 
Herm an Rosenthal, the gambler.

“ Suspend the free tolls provision in the 
Panama canal act until diplomatic dif­ 
ferences can be adjusted.” That is the 
program arranged by Chairm an Adam­ 
son of the interstate and foreign com­ 
merce 
com m ittee] and 
Congressman 
Stevens, the ranking Republican mem­ 
ber of the committee. 
Adamson and Stevens have worked 
together harmoniously on most ques­ 
tions in congress and particularly in 
regard to the canal. 
They opposed the 
free tolls provision when it passed the 
house, but were outvoted. 
The propo­ 
sition to suspend the provision will ^ 
“ give the fellows who voted for free 
tolls 
nn 
opportunity 
to 
save 
their 
faces," remarked Adamson. 
"Th e coastwise shipping never de­ 
manded free tolls, and, as a matter of 
fact, it makes no difference whether or 
not they have frqjfc toils. 
They have n 
monopoly and cab’ charge such rates 
as they choose." 


Would Have Cut Loot«. 
Many members of the house believe 
tliut It would tie better to do some­ 
thing for our foreign shipping than for 
the coastwise trade, a view which is 
shared by Adauison. 
“ I never did think we should-have 
made the Hay-Pauncefote treaty," he 
said, "but we should have abrogated 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty and built 
the cunal on our own account and 
managed it as we saw fit.

Mrs. Francisco V illa has tak­ 
en charge of the hospitals in Juarez, 
where the wounded are being treated. 
A wounded rebel officer brought to 
Juarez on a Red Cross train is author­ 
ity for the statement that a number 
of Salazar’s 
federal volunteers cap­ 
tured in the fighting before Zargossa 
were brought before General W illis, 
who ordered them executed in the 
field.

Evolved From the Lyre of the High 
Prieet of Osiris. 
The history of the piano counts as a 
day compared to the harp. 
We have 
authentic records that as early us 
1800 B. C. the first lyre was evolved 
from the mind of the high priest of 
■ Osiris, who in one of his daily walks 
along the banks of the river Nile found 
an empty tortoise shell spanned with 
dried ligaments. 
Happening to strike 
it, he noticed that it gave forth pleas­ 
ing sounds, and he at once made an 
instrument on the plan of the tortoise 
shell. 
From the lyre It was but an easy 
step to the harp, now the most famous 
instrument In the world. Milesius, one 
of the Phoenician priests, carried it 
with him in his conquest to Ireland, 
and there he planted it among the mu­ 
sic loving Celts in 1260 B. C. The royal 
Instrument became a controlling fea­ 
ture in druidieal worship, and the harp­ 
ist or bard ranked with royalty, the 
prophet and the priest. 
The druids 
advanced the harp from eleven to thir­ 
ty-two strings and crowned their ef­ 
forts in its improvement by the evolu­ 
tion of the pillar, which has ever since 
found universal adoption. 
Our modern harp consists of forty* 
flve or forty-seven strings, seven ped­ 
als—one for each note in the octave— 
and the wonderful Instrument shares 
with the piano and organ the faculty 
of being autonomous—that is to say, it 
needs no accompaniment and furnishes 
both melody and harmony.—Miss Lo­ 
retta De Lone in New York Tribune.

from the mind of the high priest of

along the bunks of the river Nile found I 
an empty tortoise shell spanned with j I 
dried ligaments. 
Happening to strike J 
it, he noticed that it gave forth pleas- 1 s 
ing sounds, and he at once made an ; 
instrument on the plan of the tortoise 
shell. 
From the lyre It was but an easy | 
step to the harp, now the most famous 
Instrument In the world. Mileslus, one 
of the Phoenician priests, carried it 
with him in his conquest to Ireland, 
and there lie planted it among the mu­ 
sic loving Celts in 1200 B. C. The royal 
instrument became a controlling fea- J 
ture in druldical worship, and the harp­ 
ist or bard ranked with royalty, the 
prophet and the priest. 
The druids 
advanced the harp from eleven to thir­ 
ty-two strings and crowned their ef­ 
forts in its Improvement by the evolu­ 
tion of the pillar, which has ever since 
found universal adoption. 
Our modern harp consists of forty­ 
five or forty-seven strings, seven ped­ 
als—one for each note in the octave— 
and the wonderful instrument shares 
with the piuno and organ the faculty 
of being autonomous—that is to say, It 
needs no accompaniment and furnishes 
both melody anil harmony.—Miss Lo­ 
retta De Lone in New York Tribune.

The Dispatch pu blishes herewith 
its symposiu m on Thank sgiving Day: 
A Thank sgiving Program 
In ou r more sane and possibly too 
sober approach to things religiou s we 
have been gu ilty of bu rying the spirit 
of rightfu l mirth, u ntil now it is cu s­ 
tomary to hear people say, tha t one 
cannot be religiou s withou t pu tting 
on an air that wou ld indicate any­ 
thing bu t joyfu lness. 
It was a step forward in ou r so­ 
cial salvation and I believe no less 
providential when ou r government 
passed a bill designating 
the 
last 
Thu rsday in November as a national 
day when the people might express 
themselves in praise and thank sgiv­ 
ing. 
It is somewhat difficu lt to su ggest 
a program for a national day, there 
being so many different shades of 
opinion, to one class Thank sgiving 
day is merely an occasion to worship 
the God Bacchu s by feasting, to a n­ 
other merely strenu ou s selfdenial In 
behalf of the less fortu nate, and a 
third class who look u pon the day as 
most solemnly 
religiou s. 
All 
are 
partially right, bu t tak en separately 
are radically wrong. 
Together they mak e not only a pro­ 
gram that is logically correct, m e nt­ 
ally and physically healthy, bu t one 
that is entirely scriptu ral. 
Into ou r program 
shou ld 
enter 
three elements, festivity, charity and 
gratitu de. 
It is not u nchristian to have a good 
time, of cou rse this depends on one’s 
Interpretation, the proper tone of the 
Christian mind is not severity and 
sadness bu t cheerfu lness and bright­ 
ness. 
Thank sgiving is a time of home­ 
coming, 
of 
cheerfu lness, 
of 
good 
cheer. 
We ou ght to be able to cast 
aside the garments of du ll care, re­ 
morse, disappointment and all the 
k indred spirits of pessimism, and as­ 
sociate ou rselves 
with 
brightness, 
hopefu lness, joy and all the happy 
angels of optimism. 
Bu t festivity alone, 
joy 
alone, 
m irth alone, these things are danger­ 
ou s, becau se they are emotions, they 
rise and rise and lik e the thermometer 
can rise so far and then demand more' 
room. 
All ou r forms of excess that fill the 
colu mns of ou r newspapers and fill 
ou r institu tions that protect society 
are merely one great illu stration of 
festivity giving vent to itself in the 
wrong channel. 
Charity is the sanest, safest and 
most helpfu l channel to gu ide effer­ 
vescing festivity, practical k indness, 
entertaining the poor, mak ing the 
less fortu nate partak ers of ou r joy, 
alleviating the sorrows of the father­ 
less, the motherless and the strang­ 
er. 
The sense of loneliness Is very 
saddening. In su ch an hou r liowr con­ 
soling to feel that you are remem­ 
bered by at least one hu man being. 
Charity, the greatest of all chan­ 
nels for overflowing festivity, will 
save u s from excess, it will give u s a 
new conception of this world’s need, 
it will tak e u s from things that are 
mere earthly into the very presence 
of God. 
Bu t althou gh festivity is good and 
legitimate, if it regards charity as its 
safety valve yet there is a danger of 
charity becoming icy and statistical 
u nless governed and controlled by 
gratitu de. 
Ou r nation lik e ou r Bible opens 
with "In the beginning God," to Him 
we owe ou r thank s for innu merable 
things, not only as a nation 
but a s 
individu als. 
We owe him thank s as a nation 
for ou r ancestry. 
Think of the orig­ 
inal stock s, Pilgrim, Pu ritan, Caval­ 
ier, Du tch 
Hu gu enot, Swede, Ger 
man, Scotch-Irish and all the rest, 
they are here and God with a mys­ 
tic hand is tu rning his heteregenou s 
mass Into u homogenou s nation, mak 
ing diversity, u nity.

But festivity alone,
